SYNOPSIS: 


On Wednesday, March 7, 2017, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants Luan 
Озо ИЙ and Patrick Mannion responded to 5035 West Slauson 
Avenue, in the unincorporated county area of Ladera Heights, regarding a deputy 
involved hit-shooting incident. IAB investigators learned the deputies deployed 
and used their Tasers on Suspect Dennis Rogers (Suspect Rogers) twice before 
the fatal shooting occurred. During this incident, Suspect Rogers swung a metal 
hair clipper and charged toward Deputy Ryan Imaizumi. Deputy Imaizumi 
retreated and fatally shot Suspect Rogers. Suspect Rogers was taken to Ronald 
Reagan UCLA Hospital, where he was pronounced dead. 


IAB Sergeant Mannion learned the on-duty Watch Commander, Sergeant Elvis 
Salas, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness personnel did 
not discuss the incident among themselves, or with uninvolved persons, prior to 
being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Additionally, the involved and 
witness personnel did not collectively consult with their attorneys or union 
representatives. IAB Sergeant Mannion also learned the involved and witness 
personnel were gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided their 
statements to the assigned investigators. 


Homicide Sergeants Richard Ruiz and Marcelo Quintero arrived and assumed 
control of the shooting investigation - For further information refer to the shooting 
Investigation Book, under URN #017-00597-2767-013 [EXHIBIT А]. 


On February 21, 2018, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office 


reviewed the facts of this case and determined Deputy Imaizumi was in fear for 
his life when he fired his weapon at Suspect Rogers [EXHIBIT B].

SUMMARY 


On March 6, 2017, at approximately 2035 hours, Marina Del Rey Sheriffs (MDR) 
Station received a business disturbance call at a “24 Hour Fitness” (gym) under 
Tag #MDR17066-0108 [EXHIBIT А, page 62]. ТП the gym JE 

(Witness ‚ reported a male member (Suspect Rogers) had been іп 
the gym since 0800 hours and refused to leave. 


Deputies И Steven Propster (Unit 274/PM) were given the 
handle on this call-for-service. Deputies Bryan Bostic and Lee McCullough (Unit 
273/PM) also responded to the location as a backup unit. When they arrived, 
Рериїе5 n Propster spoke with Witnes: у learned Suspect 
Rogers was on the second floor. According to Witness Suspect Rogers 
had been at the location since 0800 hours, but he did not change out of his street 
clothing to work out. Suspect Rogers wandered around the gym and exhibited 
“weird” behavior by getting real close to other gym members and whispering into 
their ears. Suspect Rogers also got close to a female member, and said 
something to her while she was bending over to stretch. Several gym members 
complained to ОАЫ out Suspect Rogers making them feel 
uncomfortable. 


Initially, the deputies determined Suspect Rogers did not it any criminal 
offense, and his gym membership was current. Deputies fillies Propster 
contacted Suspect Rogers and asked him to step outside. Suspect Rogers 
complied, but he became agitated. In the deputies’ presence, Witness lll 
verbally revoked Suspect Rogers’ gym membership for the day and warned him 
not to go back inside. Suspect Rogers did not leave and stayed around the front 
entrance of the gym. Up to this point, deputies determined Suspect Rogers 
could care for himself, and he was not danger to himself and/or others. The 
deputies left the location and returned to MDR Station for their shift change. 


At approximately 2240 hours, Witness called MDR Station and requested 
help under Tag #MDR1 7066-0122 [EXHIBIT A, page 61]. Deputies en 
Ryan Imaizumi (Unit 274/EM) were given the handle on this disturbance call, 
while Deputies Bostic and McCullough (Unit 273/EM) were given the assist. 
While traveling toward the location, Deputy гес Deputy Imaizumi 
about his previous encounter with Suspect Rogers. 


When the deputies arrived at the location, they saw Suspect Rogers pacing back 
and forth by the gym’s front doors. He appeared to be angry as he pointed his 
fingers toward the lobby area. Suspect Rogers then yelled at the deputies, 
stating he worked for the “FBI.” He also spoke about aliens. Assessing Suspect 
Rogers’ mental state, deputies requested a field supervisor and a Mental 
Evaluation Team (MET) to their location. They soon learned that MET personnel 
were unavailable. While Deput fas talking to Witness [i Suspect 
Rogers charged toward them. Deputy еасіеа by pushing Suspect 
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Rogers away with his hand. Seconds later, Suspect Rogers charged toward 
Deputy їп an aggressive manner. His action forced Deputy о 
move away. In fear for his safety, Оершу  ус!ес, “Taser.” This was his 
verbal signal for Deputy Imaizumi to activate his Taser. Deputy Imaizumi fired 
his Taser, aiming at Suspect Rogers’ torso. The Taser darts hit Suspect Rogers 
in the chest area. The Taser’s activation was ineffective, as Suspect Rogers 
ripped the darts off his body and threw them on the ground. 


IAB Note: An anonymous person (МЕО) used his/her cellular phone to 
record Deputy Imaizumi’s use of the Taser. The video was later released 
to a news station. Homicide investigators applied for a warrant and 
obtained the video from NBC - Channel 4 [EXHIBIT С]. 


After Suspect Rogers threw the darts on the ground, he walked east along the 
north wall of the gym. Deputies followed Suspect Rogers on foot while they gave 
him several commands to stop. They also noticed Suspect Rogers grabbed his 
chest as he entered a walkway between two buildings and headed toward West 
Slauson Avenue. Suspect Rogers entered an empty parking lot located at 5035 
West Slauson Avenue. 


IAB Note: The distance from the gym entrance to the parking lot of 5035 
West Slauson Avenue was approximately 250 feet [EXHIBIT A, pages 
127-128]. 


While walking toward the parking lot, Suspect Rogers told the deputies that he 
“had something for them.” Suspect Rogers erratically moved around the parking 
lot, as the deputies tracked his movements. At one point, Suspect Rogers 
reached into his backpack and removed a metal hair clipper from it. Due to 
Suspect Rogers’ aggressive behavior, Deputy leployed his Taser while 
Deputy Imaizumi removed his firearm from his holster to have a lethal force 
option if needed. 


Suspect Rogers wrapped the electrical cord of the metal hair clipper around his 
right hand and swung it in a crisscross pattern at the deputies. He constantly 
moved around, making it difficult for deputies to contain or contact him. The 
deputies reportedly heard the metal hair clipper whizzing through the air as 
Suspect Rogers swung it at them. Deputy Imaizumi advised, via his portable 
radio, that they were detaining an “assaultive” suspect and requested assistance. 


As Suspect Rogers advanced toward deputies with the swinging metal hair 
clipper, Deputy Mno unco he was going to activate the Taser. Deputy 
ий his Taser darts, aiming at Suspect Rogers's torso. The darts struck 
Suspect Rogers in the upper body, but he ripped them out. Suspect Rogers then 
fixated on Deputy Imaizumi. He charged at Deputy Imaizumi while he was 
swinging the metal hair clippers. Deputy Imaizumi stepped back and moved 
laterally away from Suspect Rogers. Within seconds, Deputy Imaizumi was 
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cornered by Suspect Rogers. He could not get out of the way and was in fear for 
his life. When Suspect Rogers came within three to five feet from his position, 
Deputy Imaizumi raised his left forearm to protect his head/face, brought his 
firearm down to his side, and fired three to four rounds from the hip. 


IAB Note: Suspect Rogers sustained four gunshot wounds [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 97-98]. Surveillance footage captured Suspect Rogers charging at 
Deputy Imaizumi [EXHIBIT D]. However, the shooting occurred out of 
camera view. 


After the shots fired, Suspect Rogers fell onto his stomach with his hands under 
his body. Deputy Imaizumi advised, via his portable radio, that he was involved 
in a shooting, and requested medical assistance for Suspect Rogers. 


Deputies Propster (Unit 272/EM), Matthew Ferguson (Unit 271/EM) and 
Sergeant Amore Smith (Unit 270S) arrived on scene. Deputy Propster, a Level 1 
Emergency Medical Technician, immediately assessed Suspect Roger's 
condition. The deputies rendered medical aid to Suspect Rogers until 
paramedics from the Los Angeles County Fire Department arrived and medically 
treated Suspect Rogers. 


Suspect Rogers was alert and breathing at the scene; however, he succumbed 
to his injuries and was pronounced dead by Doctor Ali Cheaito at Ronald Reagan 
UCLA Hospital. The radio traffic related to this incident is included in this case 
under [EXHIBIT D].

DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the fatal shooting of Suspect Rogers by Deputy 
Imaizumi. In their Letter of Opinion [EXHIBIT B], dated February 21, 2017, 
Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby concluded Deputy Imaizumi acted 
lawfully in self-defense when he used deadly force against Suspect Rogers. 
There would be no further action from the District Attorney's Office.

SUSPECT’S INJURIES 
Suspect Rogers sustained four gunshot wounds [EXHIBIT A, pages 97-101]. 
1. One bullet entered the upper back, traveled from back to front, and lodged 
in the right axilla (the area under the joint where the arm connects to the 


shoulder). There was no exit wound for this bullet. 


2. One bullet entered the left upper quadrant of the abdomen, traveled 
downward from front to back, and exited through the lower left back. 


3. One bullet entered the left upper quadrant of the abdomen and was 
recovered from the soft tissues of the right side of the back. There was no 
exit wound for this bullet. 

4. One bullet entered the right groin area and rested in the left hip socket. 


In addition to the gunshot wounds, Suspect Rogers also sustained two puncture 
wounds on his right chest [EXHIBIT A, pages 101&105].

The shooting scene was the empty parking lot in the front of the retail stores. 
The scene was well lit by external lights from the closed retail stores at the 
“Waterbridge Business Property” [EXHIBIT A, page 56]. The weather was clear 
and cool. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES: 
Deputy Lee McCullough 


On August 22, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy McCullough 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview. 


On March 7, 2017, Deputy McCullough worked with Deputy Bostic as Unit 273, 
on the PM shift. They responded to a disturbance call at the “24 Hour Fitness” in 
the unincorporated county area of Ladera Heights. When they arrived, Deputy 
McCullough saw Deputies Propster апа йрек with Witness fill 
They saw Suspect Rogers standing on a concrete step at the front entrance of 
the gym. Suspect Rogers then walked across the street and returned to the front 
entrance of the gym. After the deputies talked to Witness || they determined 
there was no reason to detain or arrest Suspect Rogers. The deputies remained 
at the location until they had to leave for shift change. 


to assist Deputies па Imaizumi with the second business disturbance 
call. When they arrived at the location, Deputy McCullough saw Deputy 
Imaizumi speaking with Suspect Rogers on the steps, leading to the front 
entrance of the gym. Deputy who was standing to the left side of Deputy 
Imaizumi, utilized his portable radio and requested a field sergeant and a MET 
team to their location. 


After Deputies i and Bostic logged on, they returned to the same gym 


Deputy McCullough saw Suspect Rogers pacing back and forth in front of the 
gym’s entrance. Suspect Rogers confronted gym patrons as he walked toward 
them in an aggressive manner with his arms down to his sides and his fists 
clenched. Suspect Rogers somehow became fixated on Deputy Imaizumi by 
advancing toward him and abruptly backing off. He kept taunting the deputies by 
calling them “fake cops” (refer to Deputy McCullough’s homicide transcript, 


Page 3). 
When Suspect Rogers charged at Deputy Imaizumi a second time, Deputy 


Imaizumi yelled, “Taser” before he activated it (refer to Deputy McCullough’s 
JAB transcript, page 14). The Taser darts struck Suspect Rogers in the chest 
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and below his waist. Suspect Rogers pulled the darts off before he walked east 
along the north wall of the gym. The deputies followed him. Suspect Rogers 
grabbed his chest as if he was injured. He would turn to look at the deputies and 
continued to walk. Deputy McCullough walked behind Suspect Rogers to make 
sure he was okay. Suspect Rogers was carrying a backpack as he walked 
between the buildings toward a large parking lot behind the gym. Deputies 
ordered Suspect Rogers to stop; however, Suspect Rogers did not comply. 


During his walk, Suspect Rogers reached inside his backpack. His actions 
caused deputies to remove their weapons and order him to show his hands. 
Suspect Rogers removed what Deputy McCullough thought was a weapon from 
his backpack (refer to Deputy McCullough’s ІАВ transcript, page 19). The 
item turned out to be a metal hair clipper with a three to four feet electrical cord. 
Deputy McCullough believed Suspect Rogers was fixated on Deputy Imaizumi 
and charged toward him. At this time, Deputy Шс ае the Taser; 
however, it was ineffective. Suspect Rogers continued to aggress toward Deputy 
Imaizumi as he swung the metal hair clipper in a “cross-type” motion (refer to 
Deputy McCullough’s IAB transcript, page 21). 


Deputy McCullough could hear the whizzing sound of the swinging metal hair 
clipper in the air. When Suspect Rogers came within four to five feet from 
Deputy Imaizumi, Deputy McCullough heard one or two gunshots (refer to 
Deputy McCullough’s IAB transcript, page 22). Suspect Rogers dropped the 
metal hair clipper, stood there for approximately 15 to 30 seconds, and then 
kneeled down on the ground. Deputy Imaizumi advised, via his portable radio, 
that he was involved in a shooting. Sergeant Smith and other deputies arrived 
shortly thereafter to render medical aid to Suspect Rogers. Deputy McCullough 
retrieved a video camera and began to record their activities [EXHIBIT Е]. 
Paramedics arrived shortly after, and Suspect Rogers was transported to the 
hospital by an ambulance. 


Deputy Bryan Bostic 


On October 23, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Bostic at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Representing Deputy Bostic during the interview was 
Attorney Mitchell Kander from the law offices of Charles Goldwasser. The 
interview was recorded and transcribed. For complete statements made, more 
information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. 
The following narrative is a summary of the interview: 


On March 7, 2017, Deputy Bostic worked with Deputy McCullough as Unit 273, 
on the PM shift. They responded to a disturbance call at the 24 Hour Fitness in 
Ladera Heights. When they arrived at the location, Deputy Bostic saw Deputies 
nd Propster talking to an employee at the main entrance. Dept Е 
informed Deputies Bostic and McCullough that Suspect Rogers was yelling at 
members inside the gym. He saw Suspect Rogers walk away from the gym, 
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going north toward a parking structure. Once Deputy Bostic learned the situation 
was being handled by Deputies pnd Propster, Deputies Bostic and 
McCullough left the location and returned to MDR Station. 


Later that night, Deputies Bostic and McCullough returned to the same gym 
regarding another disturbance call. When they arrived, they parked the patrol саг 
across the street from the gym’s main entrance. Deputies Bostic saw Deputy 
Imaizumi speak with Suspect Rogers, as Deputy poke with a staff 
member. Suspect Rogers appeared to be agitated. He cussed and yelled at 
deputies while he paced back and forth at the gym’s entrance. Deputy Bostic 
and his partner got out of the car to assist Deputies| ind Imaizumi. 

Deputy Bostic heard Deputy Imaizumi request a field sergeant and the MET team 
on the radio. The field sergeant acknowledged, but the MET team advised 
Deputy Imaizumi that they could not respond. At this time, Deputy Mame 
back outside to speak with Suspect Rogers. 


Deputies attempted to calm Suspect Rogers down; however, Suspect Rogers 
cursed at them. Suspect Rogers walked down the steps and attempted to bump 
Deputy Imaizumi’s shoulder. Deputy Imaizumi moved out of Suspect Rogers’ 
path and avoided the impending shoulder bump. Suspect Rogers walked up the 
steps and continued to pace back and forth in front of the gym’s entrance. 
Suspect Rogers flailed his arms and said, “l'Il kick your ass” (refer to Deputy 
Bostic’s IAB transcript, page 29). Due to Suspect Rogers’ aggressive 
behavior, Deputy Imaizumi announced “Taser” before he activated his Taser, 
aiming at Suspect Rogers. Suspect Rogers grabbed the prongs, ripped them out 
of his clothing. He threw the Taser prongs on the ground. Suspect Rogers 
continued to curse at deputies as he walked east, along the north wall of the 
gym. 


Deputies Bostic, McCullough, J and Imaizumi followed Suspect Rogers 
and ordered him to stop. Suspect Rogers refused to obey their commands. 
Suspect Rogers turned south and walked through a walkway between two 
buildings toward West Slauson Avenue. Deputy Bostic saw Suspect Rogers 
crouch down behind what Deputy Bostic described as a “pillar or an air 
conditioning unit” (refer to Deputy Bostic’s IAB transcript, page 35). Deputies 
gave him commands to stand up and show his hands, to no avail. Approximately 
30 seconds later, Suspect Rogers re-emerged with a backpack and walked 
toward the middle of the parking lot. At this time, the deputies formed a semi- 
circle in front of Suspect Rogers. When Suspect Rogers reached into his 
backpack, Deputy Bostic believed Suspect Rogers was going to retrieve a 
weapon. Once Suspect Rogers removed his hand from the backpack, Deputy 
Bostic recognized the item to be a metal hair clipper (refer to Deputy Bostic’s 
JAB transcript, page 38). 


Suspect Rogers wrapped the metal hair clipper’s electrical cord around his hand 
as he swung it in a “crisscross” motion at deputies. Suspect Rogers aggressed 
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toward them, stopped, then aggressed again, and then stopped again. Suspect 
Rogers exhibited this behavior several times, until S одегѕ became 
fixated on Deputy Imaizumi. Deputies Imaizumi and rdered Suspect 
Rogers to drop the metal hair clipper several times, but Suspect Rogers refused 
to comply. Suspect Rogers swung the metal hair clipper as he advanced toward 
the deputies. Deputy В слез his Taser, but it was ineffective. Suspect 
Rogers ripped the prongs from his body and “charged” at Deputy Imaizumi. 


Suspect Rogers swung the metal hair clipper in a circular motion along the side 
of his body and then above his head when he came close within “three to five 
feet” of Deputy Imaizumi's position (refer to Deputy Bostic’s IAB transcript, 
раде 42). He saw Deputy Imaizumi back away from Suspect Rogers until he 
could not back up anymore. When Suspect Rogers raised the metal hair clipper 
above his head as if he was about to swing downward on Deputy Imaizumi, 
Deputy Bostic heard the sounds of “three to four’ gunshots. Deputy Bostic could 
not see Deputy Imaizumi’s gun from his position. After hearing the gunshots, 
Deputy Bostic saw Suspect Rogers grab his abdominal area. Suspect Rogers 
said, “You shot me.” He fell to the ground and rolled onto his stomach with his 
right arm under his body. Deputy Bostic noticed Suspect Rogers still held onto 
the electrical cord of the metal hair clipper, which was dropped on the ground 
next to his waist area. 


Deputy Bostic recalled Deputy Imaizumi advised, via his portable radio, that he 
was involved in a shooting. Medical assi: was requested for Suspect 
Rogers. Once Deputies Propster and rived to the location, they 
approached Suspect Rogers and handcuffed him. Deputy Propster medically 
assessed Suspect Rogers’ condition. As a crowd of people began to form, 
Deputy Bostic secured the parking lot and prevented civilians from entering the 
shooting scene. 


Deputy Steven Propster 


On August 22, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Propster at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview: 


On March 7, 2017, Deputy Propster worked with Deputy > Unit 274, on 
the PM shift. They responded to a disturbance call at the “24 Hour Fitness.” 


Upon arrival, they spoke with the oy EE Witness i. and learned 
about Suspect Rogers’ aggressive behavior toward other gym members. 
Witness ай-<кес the deputies to tell Suspect Rogers to leave the gym. 


ИУ ТЕ Deputies Propster and O the second floor, where 
they saw Suspect Rogers slowly peddle on a stationary bicycle. The deputies 
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politely asked him to follow them downstairs. Suspect Rogers complied, but he 
asked them why he had to leave since he was a member of the gym. Deputy 
Propster noticed Suspect Rogers was polite one moment, and then spoke 
incoherently the next. He would call them “fake cops.” Suspect Rogers retrieved 
his backpack from a locker and exited the gym. When Witness ittempted 
to speak with S Rogers, he kept interrupting Witness ind refused to 
listen. Witness| erbally revoked Suspect Rogers’ membership and told 
him to leave the gym. Suspect Rogers walked across the street and began 
wandering around. The deputies determined Suspect Rogers had not committed 
any crime. He was capable of taking care of himself, and was not danger to 
himself or others. When Deputies Bostic and McCullough (Unit 273) arrived at 
the location, Deputies Propster and left the location and returned to MDR 
Station to prepare for their upcoming early morning shift. 


Deputy Propster logged on as Unit 272, and he was assigned to patrol a different 
reporting district. Deputy Propster then heard another disturbance call-for- 
service at the same gym. The second call was assigned to Deputies Imaizumi 
апа 0 Deputy Propster monitored radio traffic and heard Deputy Imaizumi 
advise about his Taser’s activation and its ineffectiveness. He also heard 
another advisement on the radio about the second Таѕегѕ activation and its 
ineffectiveness. Moments later, Deputy Propster heard Deputy Imaizumi 
announce that he was involved in a shooting. Deputy Propster responded Code- 
3 to the scene. 


IAB Note: Radio traffic from Dispatch 12 indicated the shooting occurred 
98 seconds after Deputy Imaizumi requested assistance [EXHIBIT 0]. 


When Deputy Propster arrived at the scene, he saw Deputies McCullough, 
Bostic, Imaizumi and in the parking lot east of the gym. He noticed 
Suspect Rogers was conscious and breathing while he was lying on the ground. 
Deputies Imaizumi апо оос by Suspect Rogers as Deputies McCullough 
and Bostic attempted to keep a crowd of people away from them. They 
handcuffed Suspect Rogers and placed him on his left side to allow him to 
breathe. They also requested paramedics for Suspect Rogers. In an effort to 
render medical aid to Suspect Rogers, deputies removed the handcuffs from 
Suspect Rogers’ wrists. Deputy Propster placed a first aid gauze over Suspect 
Rogers’ abdominal wounds and applied direct pressure to stop the bleeding. 
Once the paramedics arrived, they placed Suspect Rogers on a gurney and 
loaded him into an ambulance. 


IAB Note: The medical aid provided to Suspect Rogers by the on scene 
deputies were recorded by Deputy McCullough [EXHIBIT Е]. 
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Sergeant Matthew Ferguson 


On October 22, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Sergeant Ferguson 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau. At the time of this incident, Sergeant Ferguson 
was assigned at MDR Station as a patrol deputy. Sergeant Ferguson was 

his current rank о and he has been assigned to 
eS Station. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 


verbatim interview transcription. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview: 


On March 7, 2017, Sergeant Ferguson worked the early morning shift as Unit 
271. He heard an assistance request from Deputy Imaizumi over the main 
dispatch channel. Sergeant Ferguson recognized Deputy Imaizumi’s voice 
because he was Deputy 'пасит ВИИИ Deputy Imaizumi 
advised they were detaining an assaultive suspect at the 24 Hour Fitness in 
Ladera Heights. He immediately drove toward the location. While driving to the 


location, Sergeant Ferguson heard on the radio that Deputy Imaizumi was 
involved in a shooting. 


Sergeant Ferguson and Deputy Propster arrived at the location simultaneously. 
After Sergeant Ferguson parked his patrol vehicle on West Slauson Avenue, he 
walked up a ten-foot embankment with Deputy Propster, toward the shooting 
scene. Sergeant Ferguson saw Suspect Rogers lying on the ground with his 
head pointing in the southeasterly direction. Suspect Rogers was lying on his left 
shoulder and his body was canted in a 45 degrees angle. Suspect Rogers’ left 
hand was above his head and his right hand was tucked under his body. 


Sergeant Ferguson saw Deputies Imaizumi and Г ОШ approximately 
15 feet away from Suspect Rogers with their guns drawn and aimed at him 
(Suspect Rogers). Once he determined the deputies were uninjured, he 
approached Suspect Rogers with Deputy Propster. Sergeant Ferguson knelt on 
one knee as he pulled Suspect Rogers’ right hand out from under his body. 
Sergeant Ferguson noticed an electrical cord was wrapped twice around Suspect 
Rogers’ right hand (refer to Sergeant Ferguson’s IAB transcript, page 25). 
The end of the electrical cord was connected to a metal hair clipper (refer to 
Sergeant Ferguson’s IAB transcript, page 20). 


Sergeant Ferguson and Deputy Propster handcuffed Suspect Rogers. Once 
handcuffed, Suspect Rogers began kicking his legs. Sergeant Ferguson 
controlled Suspect Rogers’ legs by holding his ankles together. Deputy Propster 
rolled Suspect Rogers onto his left side to help him breathe. They rendered 
medical aid to Suspect Rogers by removing his shirts and applied pressure to the 
wounds. Once Suspect Rogers was transported to the hospital by ambulance, 
Sergeant Ferguson utilized Sergeant Smith's SUV to establish a command post 
on West Slauson Avenue. Sergeant Ferguson later located a Taser cartridge by

Deputies Imaizumi’s апа Ж-го vehicle, which was parked closer to the 
entrance of the gym. Sergeant Ferguson stayed at the front entrance to ensure 
the Taser cartridge was not touched and to ensure the scene was secured. 


Sergeant Amore Smith 


On June 27, 2017, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Sergeant Smith at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview: 


On March 7, 2017, Sergeant Smith was assigned as the field supervisor for the 
early morning shift as Unit 270S. Sergeant Smith conducted briefings at 2100 
and 2200 hours to the early morning shift personnel. After the 2200 hour 
briefing, Sergeant Smith went to “Killer Shrimp” restaurant to eat. While sitting 
inside the restaurant, Sergeant Smith heard a dispatcher asking him to switch his 
handheld radio to L-TAC. Sergeant Smith did so, and a deputy requested him to 
respond to the 24 Hour Fitness in Ladera Heights. 


After Sergeant Smith paid for his food, he returned to his patrol vehicle. At this 
time, he heard an emergent radio traffic of a deputy involved shooting. He 
responded Code 3 to the location. Sergeant Smith did not get on the radio to 
communicate with the deputies because the radio traffic was busy. When the 
radio channel was temporary cleared of traffic, Sergeant Smith advised Sheriff's 
Communication Center (SCC) that he was on his way. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Smith did not hear the emergent radio traffic when 
he was inside the restaurant paying for his food. After he switched his 
handheld radio to L-TAC, he forgot to switch it back to the main channel. 
He did not hear the emergent radio traffic until he entered his patrol 
vehicle. The mobile radio in his patrol vehicle was set on L-TAC 
frequency, but it was in a scanning mode. 


Sergeant Smith estimated he drove 120 miles per hour to the 24 Hour Fitness 
(refer to Sergeant Smith’s IAB transcript, page 14). When he arrived on 
scene, Sergeant Smith saw Suspect Rogers lying on the ground with Deputy 
Propster standing next to him. Suspect Rogers was handcuffed. Once he 
realized Suspect Rogers had sustained gunshot wounds, Sergeant Smith 
instructed Deputy Propster to remove the handcuffs from Suspect Rogers’ wrists. 
Deputy Imaizumi obtained a first aid kit from his patrol vehicle and returned to 
help rendering medical aid to Suspect Rogers. Once paramedics from the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department arrived, they took over the medical assistance. 
Suspect Rogers was breathing and moving at the scene. Sergeant Smith later 
learned the deputies used the Taser on Suspect Rogers twice prior to the 
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shooting. Sergeant Smith then secured the shooting scene until homicide 
investigators arrived.

On March 22, 2017, Homicide Sergeants Richard Ruiz and Marcelo Quintero 
interviewed Witness lat the 24 Hour Fitness. Witness [vas 
shown a photograph of Suspect Rogers. He recognized Suspect Rogers as a 
member of the gym. vines not working on March 7, 2017, and 
he did not witness the interactions between Suspect Rogers and the deputies. 
His interview was summarized by Sergeants Ruiz and Quintero [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 47848]. For complete statements made, more information, and precise 
wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. 


On March 22, 2017, Homicide Sergeants Richard Ruiz and Marcelo Quintero 
interviewed Witness t the 24 Hour Fitness. Witness aid he was 
present when Suspect Rogers bothered other gym members. е recalled 
Suspect Rogers almost got into a fist fight with another member. When thi 
deputies arrived, they escorted Suspect Rogers out of the facility. Witness il 
left work around 2100 hours. She did not see the deputies use the Tasers nor 
did she see the shooting. Her interview was summarized by Sergeants Ruiz and 
Quintero [EXHIBIT A, pages 48 & 49]. For complete statements made, more 
information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. 


On March 22, 2017, Homicide Sergeants Richard Ruiz and Marcelo Quintero 
interviewed Witness 2 the 24 Hour Fitness.

She did not witness 
the interactions between Suspect Rogers and the deputies. Her interview was 
summarized by Sergeants Ruiz and Quintero [EXHIBIT A, pages 49&50].

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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE INTERVIEWS: 


Deputy Ryan Imaizumi 


On November 1, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Imaizumi at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau. On November 20, 2018, ІАВ Sergeant Luan Dang 
continued the interview with Deputy Imaizumi at MDR Station. Deputy Imaizumi 
was represented by Attorney Mitchell Kander during both interviews. The 
interviews were recorded and transcribed. For complete statements made, more 
information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. 
The following narrative is a summary of both interviews: 


On March 7, 2017, Deputy Imaizumi worked with Deputy г Unit 274, in 
the early morning shift. Deputy Imaizumi was the driver. At the beginning of 
their shift, they received a disturbance call at the 24 Hour Fitness (Tag #122). 
Deputy informed Deputy Imaizumi that he (Deput had handled a 
business disturbance call at this location earlier. Deputy elieved they 
might be dealing with the sam: rson (Suspect Rogers), who created a 
disturbance. If so, у КЕ like to communicate with Suspect 


Rogers, because Deputy Stablished a rapport with him. 


During the pre-planning phase, Deputy Imaizumi informed Deput that he 
was carrying a Taser. Deputy Imaizumi learned that Deputy Iso checked 
out another Taser and hung it on the shotgun rack in their vehicle. When they 
arrived at the location, Deputy Ai ontacted Suspect Rogers as planned. 
Deputy Imaizumi stood by to assist Deputy 8 He saw Suspect Rogers 
pacing back and forth in front of the gym’s entrance as if Suspect Rogers was 
upset with someone inside the gym. Deputy Imaizumi saw a security guard 
holding the gym’s front doors close to prevent Suspect Rogers from entering the 
facility. Suspect Rogers would “rush” at the doors whenever a gym member 
entered or exited the facility. Suspect Rogers continued to yell profanities and 
refused to communicate with Deputies Imaizumi and Deputy Imaizumi 
requested Sergeant Smith and MET personnel to respond to their location. 
Sergeant Smith acknowledged and advised he was on his way; however, MET 
personnel indicted that they were unable to assist. A short time later, Deputies 
McCullough and Bostic arrived on scene. 


Suspect Rogers became more aggressive as he walked down the steps in front 
of the entrance. At one point, Suspect Rogers came within inches from Deputy 
Imaizumi’s face. Suspect Roger said, “Don’t fucking touch me because I'll 
fucking kill you” (refer to Deputy Imaizumi’s IAB transcript, page 18). Suspect 
Rogers then walked up the steps toward the entrance. Не approached Deputy 
a: an aggressive manner, causing Deputy to retreat to get away 
rom Suspect Rogers. Deputy Imaizumi saw Suspect Rogers come within a 
“foot” of Depu his position (refer to Deputy Imaizumi’s IAB 
transcript, page 23). When Deputy treated, Deputy Imaizumi believed 
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рер; “essentially running away” from Suspect Rogers. As soon as 
Deputy yelled, “Taser,” Deputy Imaizumi removed his Taser from its 
holster and yelled “Taser” three times before he activated it. His aim was toward 
Suspect Rogers’ chest. After the Taser dart(s) struck Suspect Rogers in the 
upper torso, Deputy Imaizumi realized it was ineffective. Suspect Rogers ripped 
the darts off his body and started walking east on the sidewalk along the north 
wall of the gym. 


After Deputy Imaizumi fired his Taser, he ran back to his patrol vehicle to retrieve 
another cartridge. Deputy Imaizumi also retrieved the second Taser that was 
hanging on the shotgun rack of their patrol vehicle, since he believed his Taser 
might have malfunctioned. 


IAB Note: The Taser Activation Log showed Deputy Imaizumi activated 
his Taser for a five second duration. An inspection by the manufacture 
showed the Taser was functional; however, there was no evidence of 
electrical discharge through the probes [EXHIBIT A, pages 146, 148 & 
156]. 


Deputy Imaizumi ran back and gave the second Taser to Deputy соге 
they followed Suspect Rogers to an empty parking lot at 5035 West Slauson 
Avenue. Once Suspect Rogers reached a “transformer,” he went behind it and 
said, “I've got something for you. l'm going to kill you. Don't fuck with me.” 
Suspect Rogers then reached in his backpack as if he was going to retrieve a 
weapon (refer to Deputy Imaizumi’s IAB transcript, page 37). In fear for their 
safety, Deputies Imaizumi and in-holstered their firearms and ordered 
Suspect Rogers to show his hands. Suspect Rogers picked up his backpack and 
walked around erratically toward the middle of the parking lot. Suspect Rogers 
set his backpack on the ground and removed what Deputy Imaizumi described 
as a heavy object with a three or four foot electrical cord (refer to Deputy 
Imaizumi’s IAB transcript, page 39). He saw Suspect Rogers wrap the 
electrical cord around the palm of his hand and swing it in a crisscross motion. 
Deputy Imaizumi could hear the object whizzing through the air as Suspect 
Rogers swung it in a mace-like fashion. 


Deputy Imaizumi advised on the radio that they were detaining an assaultive 
suspect at gunpoint. Suspect Rogers continued to swing the metal hair clipper 
as he moved back and forth in different directions. Deputy Imaizumi then saw 
Deputy fire his Taser at Suspect Rogers. The Taser's activation was 
ineffective. Suspect Rogers ripped the probes off his body and became fixated 
on Deputy Imaizumi. Suspect Rogers chased after Deputy Imaizumi and 
repeatedly said, “I’m going to kill you. I’m going to fuck you up.” Deputy 
Imaizumi backed away from the swinging metal hair clipper (refer to Deputy 
Imaizumi’s IAB transcript, page 45), until he was cornered into a pocket of the 
parking lot. He had nowhere else to go as Suspect Rogers continued to advance 
toward him with the swinging metal hair clipper. When Suspect Rogers was 
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“inches” away from his position, Deputy Imaizumi fired four rounds from his 
weapon from the hip position (refer to Deputy Imaizumi’s IAB transcript, page 
46). Suspect Rogers fell to the ground. Deputy Imaizumi advised on the radio 
that he was involved in a shooting. He held Suspect Rogers at gunpoint until 
additional deputies arrived to medically assess Suspect Rogers’ condition. 
Deputy Imaizumi retrieved a first aid kit from his patrol vehicle and gave it to 
Deputy Propster. Deputy Propster, a certified Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT), rendered medical aid to Suspect Rogers until the paramedics arrived. 
Suspect Rogers was alive when he was transported by ambulance to the 
hospital.

On August 22, 2018, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy | the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. The following narrative is a summary of the 
interview: 


On March 7, 2017, D orked with Deputy Propster as Unit 274, on 
the PM shift. Deputy as the driver. Toward the end of their shift, they 
received a disturbance call at the 24 Hour Fitness. Deputies апа Propster 
responded to location and spoke with Witness | Deputy learned 
Suspect Rogers had been living at the facility for the past four days. Suspect 
Rogers would only leave the gym for a short time. On today's date, Suspect 
Rogers began to harass other gym members, by walking up to them and 
whispering into their ears. He made the other gym members feel uncomfortable 
(refer to Deputy Ш гв = transcript, раде 3, апа homicide’s transcript, 
раде 12). 


Witness| Deputies с Propster went upstairs and found Suspect 
Rogers on the second floor. Deputy B: poe with Suspect Rogers and 


asked him to leave the gym. Suspect Rogers was compliant, walked downstairs 
to the men’s locker room, and removed his backpack from a locker. Suspect 
Rogers exited the gym; however, he was agitated. He told the deputies he was a 
paying member of the gym and he did not want to leave. си 
forewarned Witnes: hat Suspect Rogers could legally return to the gym as 
he was a valid member, and the gym was supposed to open 24 hours a day. 


Witness ШИЕ соса to temporarily revoke Suspect Rogers’ membership for 
the day and inform Suspect Rogers that he could contact the management in the 
morning. In the deputies’ presence, Witness]verbally informed Suspect 
Rogers of the revocation. Suspect Rogers protested and said it was “bull shit.” 
Deputies [lend Propster determined Suspect Rogers had not committed 
any crime(s) and he was able to care for himself. They saw no reason to take 
further police action. They remained at the location to monitor the situation until 
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Deputies Bostic and McCullough arrived at the gym. Deputies | Y 
Propster left the location and returned to MDR Station to prepare for their 
upcoming early morning shift. 


At MDR Station, УЫ. еле, Deputy Imaizumi was assigned to work 
with him as Unit 274/E puty Imaizumi loaded his equipment into their 
patrol vehicle, Deputies d Imaizumi received a second disturbance call 
at the same gym. Deputy informed Deputy Imaizumi about the 
disturbance call he handled earlier. Since he had established a rapport with 

Sus, ‘ogers, Deputy fll cic he would contact him (refer to Deputy 
Pe interview, page 11). 

When they arrived at the gym, Deputy saw Suspect Rogers pacing back 
and forth by the sidewalk in front of the entrance. Suspect Rogers yelled, “Those 
mother fuckers! They hit me. Those mother fuckers. They are going to pay for 
it.” Suspect Rogers was very angry as he directed his attention to the securi 
guards, who stood inside the lobby wi А refer to Deputy 

JAB transcript, page 11). Sepu ес ted to speak with Suspect 
Rogers; , Suspect Rogers told Deputy! hat they (referring to 
Deputie: ind Imaizumi) were “fake police.” Suspect Rogers claimed he 
worked for the FBI, and ti led on about aliens. Based on Suspect 
Rogers’ behavior, ори Moio Deputy Imaizumi to request the field 
sergeant and MET personnel to their location. Deputy йеп the МЕТ 


team was busy and could not respond. 


A short time later, Deguti icCullough and Bostic arrived and provided 
j се as Deput; ontinued to talk with Suspect Кон ершу 
tood by the entrance of the gym to speak with Witnes: He 


learned after they left the location, Suspect Rogers walked into the lobby, and a 
physical_al tion occurred between Suspect Rogers and the security officers. 
т айй. the security officers successfully forced Suspect Rogers out of 
the gym. \үйпез5 А to go home at the end of his shift; however, 
Suspect Rogers stayed by the front door and threatened to “fuck him up.” 
Fearing for his safety, he called MDR Station a second time. 


Бери ffered to escort Witne: о his car. As soon as Deputy 
pened the do t Witness} xit, Suspect Rogers ran toward the 
oor to itnes: earing Suspect was going to assault 
Witness с ee wanes into the lobby and 
closed the doors. He immediately turned and pushed Suspect Rogers away from 


the door with his left hand. Suspect Rogers said, “Oh! You too? You want to 


fight?” Suspect Rogers dropped his баскрасі ‘ound and took a 
combative stance facing him (refer to Deputy JAB transcri age 
20). Fearing Suspect Rogers was about t him, Deputy elled, 
“Hey, Taser’ to Deputy Imaizumi. Deput ап down the steps to get away 


from Suspect Rogers. After Deputy Imaizumi announced “Taser” three times, 
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Deputy Imaizumi fired his Taser, aiming at Suspect Rogers. The Taser darts 
struck Suspect Rogers in the chest area. Suspect Rogers said, “Oh, Really? 
Oh, Really?” Suspect Rogers ripped the darts from his body, picked П 
backpack, and walked east along the north wall of the gym. Deputy 

ordered Suspect Rogers to stop and place his hands behind his back, but 
Suspect Rogers did not comply. 


Deputies 8 Imaizumi, Bostic, and McCullough followed Suspect Rogers 
closely as he walked south on a walkway between two buildings on the east side 
of the gym. They emerged in an empty parking lot, which is located at 5035 
West Slauson Avenue. Suspect Rogers paced back and forth, and said, “Ah, 
motherft "т going to kill one of you. | got something for you” (refer to 
Deputy (АВ transcript, pages 13 & 29). Suspect Rogers stepped 
behind a green “transformer box,” placed his backpack on the ground, opened it, 
and retrieved a black case, which looked similar to a gun case. Suspect Rogers 
reached inside and removed a “shiny” object (metal hair clipper) with a cord 
attached at one end. Suspect Rogers wrapped the cord around his hand and 
swung it like a “medieval mace” in a crisscross pattern. Deputy Head 
Deputy Imaizumi broadcast they were detaining an assaultive s Suspect 
Rogers then charged toward the deputies, at which time Deputy his 
Taser while aiming at Suspect Rogers at a distance of 12 or 15 feet. Once 
again, the Taser’s activation was ineffective. Suspect Rogers ripped the prongs 
from his body and continued to swing the shiny object at the deputies. 


IAB Note: The Taser Activation Log showed Deputy ШШ з: his 
Taser for a five second duration. An inspection by the manufacture 
showed the Taser was functional; however, one of the probes has no 
evidence of electrical discharge. The manufacture was unable to examine 
the second probe without first removing a piece of cloth attached to the tip. 
The removal of the cloth exceeds their scope examination [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 147, 151 & 159]. 


Realizing the Taser was ineffective, Depu! ecured his Taser and 
deployed his expandable baton. Deput ould not use his baton, without 
risking his safety by closing the gap between himself and Suspect Rogers. Since 
the electrical cord attached to the metal hair clipper was about three to four feet 
long, Suspect Rogers swung it around to keep the deputies at bay. 


At one point, Suspect Ro ed toward Deputy Imaizumi while saying “I'm 
going to kill you.” бери, ай =, Deputy Imaizumi put his left forearm above 
his head to block Suspect Rogers’ impending attack. He heard Deputy Imaizumi 
fire three rounds from the hip position. Suspect Rogers stopped and dropped to 
the ground on his stomach, with his hands tucked under his body. Deputy 
Imaizumi advised, via his portable radio, that he was involved in a shooting. 
They held Suspect Rogers at gunpoint until assisting units arrived. 
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Once sufficient personnel arrived on scene, they approached Suspect Rogers 
and handcuffed him. Sergeant Smith arrived shortly after the shooting and 
assessed the situation. Sergeant Smith instructed the deputies to remove the 
handcuffs from Suspect Rogers’ wrists to provide medical aid to him. The 
deputies removed the handcuffs as instructed and applied pressure to the 
wounds until the paramedics arrived on scene. Suspect Rogers was 
subsequently transported to the hospital by an ambulance. 
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
